The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a color glass composition as recited in the instant 
claims, which contains from 0.2-1 % by weight TiC>2 having a visible light transmission of at 
least 89%, T uv of no more than 81%, T s of no more than 90%, a dominant wavelength from 490 
to 600 nm, and a purity of less than 2%. See Applicants' arguments filed 24 September 2009.
